Antioch schools will share in state 
aid to Lake County amounting to 
S531.671.26 next year if the bill pro- 
posed by Rep. Thomas A. Bolger, 
member of the state school finance 
committee, is passed by the legisla- 
ture. 

This would mean a boost o( 50 
per cent beginning July 1. To meet 
the state's increased aid, Bolger and 
other members have introduced an 
emergency appropriation of $9,663,- 
000, which is said to be needed to 
increase teachers salaries. 

The committee which Rep. Bolger 
represents mot at the Consor\'ation 
school near Lake Villa last summer 
and started its investigation leading 
up to the decision to ask for in- 
creases. 

Effective This Year 

Under the commission's proposal, 
the increased stale aid would be 
made effective for the coming school 
year by paying 130 per cent of the 
1046 claims which schools now have 
pending with the state auditor of 
public accounts. The increase would 
cover the equalization payments and 
flat grants provided by slate law. 

School districts normally run a 
year behind in their collection of 
state aid. For example, payment of 
claims for the 104(5 school year will 
begin July 1, 1047. It was for this .

Telephone Service, 
Except Emergency, 
Out Since Monday 



A strike of telephone operators 
which has held Antioch as well as 
the. rest of the country in its grip 
since Monday morning appeared to 
be near settlement today. Just what 
the agreement will be i; not known, 
but it is probable that the cost will 
be pa.s.scd on to the public. 

The operators left their posts 
when their demand for increases 
ranging from SIO to $15 was not met 
by the Bell Telephone Co. The com- 
pany maintained that the dealings 
should be state-wide, not nation-widc, 
and that since the increase must be 
passed to the consumer, (an amount 
estimated at $2 a month) the Illinois 
Commerce commission must be taken 
Into consideration. 

Antioch awoke Monday and found 
itself without telephone service ex- 
cept as emergency calls demanded. 
These calls involved sickness, fire, 
police and death. 

Operators formed a picket line in 
front of the local office, some of the 
girls carrying banners with com- 
ments regarding service and de- 
mands. 

To take care of emergency calls, 
however. Mrs. Ruth Tldmarsh, chief 
operator, Mrs. , Francis Koppcn, as- 
sistant chief operator, and Messrs, 
Sladtler, Neil and Nelson, the lat- 
ter three from the Chicago office, 
look turns at the boards. 

Grayslake, Round Lake, Lake Villa 
and Fox Lake all have dial syslcms, 
but they could only make local calls. 
Fo.\ Lake and Lake Villa, having to 
go through the local oficc, could 
not gel calls beyond the two villages, 
because of the necessity of local 
board service. 

Every effort was made to take care 
of emergency service. John Littler, 
manager, announced.
